All that has been said of the Outdoor Liv- 
ing Room (and it has been the subject of 
highly-colored word paintings) is here em- 
bodied in beautifully illustrated descrip- 
tions of methods for transforming the back 
yard into another room for the home. 


The book elaborately displays the de- 
veloped plans that were presented to the 
trade in embryo on charts a year ago and 
makes real the dream of what could be 
portrayed to home owners throughout the 
country on a subject that instantly appeals. 
It certainly seems that seldom, if ever, has 
the American public been confronted with 
so enticing a prospect. 


A Nursery salesman armed with this book 
must inevitably be the envy of salesmen 
everywhere, for his order book ought to fill 
up automatically. How the Nursery trade 
is going to be able to fill the orders is a 
wonder. 


For Ornament or Windbreak—An eight- 
page leaflet recently mailed by the Univer- 
sity of Idaho, besides giving a list of the 
forest and shade trees which may be ob- 
tained from the State Nursery, gives infor- 
mation as to choice of tree species, plant- 
ing and care of tree species, planting and 
care of ornamental, woodlot or windbreak, 
and roadside tree stock. A statement is 
Made that flowers, shrubbery, or fruit trees 
of any kind are not handled—just orna- 
mental forest and shade trees—there being 
about 40 different species listed. This of- 
fers a wide choice for all tree planting con- 
ditions in Idaho. + 





For Colorado Nursery Survey 


An amount, up to $100, was proposed for 
making a survey of the Nursery business 
of Colorado. The matter will be acted up- 
on at the next meeting. 

The association decided that at each 
meeting a speaker should be selected from 
the membership to prepare a topic for dis- 
cussion at the next meeting. 

D. M. Andrews discussed soil conditions 
as observed in his experience. The test- 
ing of soil for acid or alkaline conditions 
is important, he said, because experiments 
have shown that more than nine-tenths 
the common plants thrive best in soil thai 
is slightly acid. Any land which will pro- 
duce a good crop of sweet clover will not 
need the application of lime for any pur- 
pose. All members of the pine, heath and 
oak families need an acid soil in varying 
conditions for their best growth. Sage brush, 
too, appears to thrive best on soil which is 
slightly acid or neutral in its content. 

Aluminum sulphate applied directly to 
the soil in ratio of three ounces to a square 
yard will produce a condition of acidity 


which should preserve its strength two 
years. It can safely be followed by any 
experienced Nurseryman. Highly sensitive 
chemicals, said Mr. Andrews, give much 
more accurate results in testing soil than 
will litmus paper.

U. Williams, Greeley; secy.-treas., C. C. Wil- 
more, Denver, re-elected. Arthur R. Lang- 
man, Colorado Springs, and D. W. Spangler, 
Longmont, were elected directors to serve 
three years.

Conference on Nursery Census Statistics Is Arranged 


The following communication, of special 
interest in connection with the desire of the 
Nursery trade to procure through the De- 
partment of Commerce, Bureau of the Cen- 
sus, as complete Nursery statistics as is 
practicable, has reference to correspond- 
ence published on pages 103-104 of March 
issue of this journal: 

Editor American Nurseryman: 

Referring to your letter of February 28 
concerning a more comprehensive survey 
of the Nursery industry than contemplated 
in the regular census of Agriculture, which 
will begin April 2, 1930, addressed to Dr. 
Joseph A. Hill, Acting Director of this Bu- 
reau: 

Your recommendations concerning this 
matter have been brought to the personal 
attention of the Director, Mr. W. M. Steuart, 
upon his return from a recent official trip. 
Mr. Steuart has requested me to notify you 
that a conference will be held in the Con- 
ference Room, Bureau of the Census, Wash- 
ington, D. C., at 10 A. M. on Tuesday, April 
15, 1930. This conference is to consider the 
question of a later mail canvass for both 
Nurseries and Greenhouses as well as Flor- 
ist Establishments to prepare the form of 
inquiry to be used if it is decided to have 
the mail canvass and other subjects in con- 


nection therewith. Of course, you under 
stand that it is too late to make arrange- 
ments to have a census of Nurseries and 
Florist Establishments taken during the 
regular canvass of Agriculture. 


Special Notice to Nurserymen 


It should be understood by all parties in- 
terested that any future census of the in- 
dustries named must not prevent these es- 
tablishments from giving the amount of 
their sales in 1929 to the regular census 
enumerators in the April canvass. As a 
matter of fact, it is the desire of this Bu- 
reau that every Nursery and Florist Estab- 
lishment will give as complete a report as 
possible to the census enumerators on the 
General Farm Schedule, or on another 
schedule where the amount of sales was 
smaller than $250 in 1929. 

From~:the regular census, we hope to 
secure the name and address of every es- 
tablishment in the United States for our 
mail canvass, as well as a number of facts 
upon which to base the preparation of our 
scehdules and the plan and methods of the 
mail canvass. An invitation is hereby ex- 
tended to you to represent your publication 
at this conference.

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States Agree on Nursery Inspection Methods 


Understanding Brought About by National Plant Board—Seven Fundamental Princi- 
ples Laid Down—Fumigation Practice Under Investigation—Principles of Quarantine 


BOARD URGES FEDERAL AUTHORITIES TO CONTINUE FLY WORK 


tion representing the quarantine and 

inspection agencies in 48 states held 
its annual meeting at Orlando, Fla., January 
11-15, 1930. This Board was organized in 
1925 to bring into closer co-operation the 
pest control administration officials of the 
various states, to improve and unify quar- 
antine and regulatory activities, and to act 
on behalf of the states as an independent 
advisory body with the Federal authorities 
in matters relating to inspection, quaran- 
tine and insect and disease control. 


T National Plant Board, an associa- 


The full membership was present: W. C. 
O’Kane, Durham, N. H., (Chairman); G. A. 
Dean, Manhattan, Kansas, (Vice-Chairman) ;

Florida being the center of activity in the 
strenuous efforts now being made by the 
Federal Bureau of Quarantine and the Flor- 
ida State Plant Board to lock up and if pos- 
sible wipe out completely the destructive 
Mediterranean fruit fly, the National Plant 
Board naturally spent considerable time 
studying this problem which is of vital in- 
terest to the whole country even to those 
states outside of the citrus belt. At the 
conclusion of its investigation of the areas 
infested, the methods used to prevent 
spread, the very extensive spray program, 
and the procedure adopted for eradicating 
this insect pest, the following statement 
was sent to the Federal office and to the 
quarantine officials in Florida. 


Fruit Fly Quarantine Indorsed 


“During its recent annual meeting at Or- 
lando, Fla., the National Plant Board spent 
a part of its sessions in examining into 
various aspects of the Mediterranean fruit 
fly problem, visiting for this purpose sev- 
eral sections of the state both within the 
quarantine zones and outside of them, and 
on a scale covering more than 1000 miles 
of travel. From the information obtained 
the Board concludes unanimously that this 
recently introduced insect constitutes a 
menace of the gravest nature to the fruit 
industry of the citrus belt and that this 
pest shows potentialities for damage so 
great that it should be suppressed at almost 
any cost. 

The board has examined in some detail 
the plans adopted for quarantine, scouting 
and eradication work in Florida and is of 
the opinion that this program undertaken 
by the P. Q. C. A. and the Florida State 
Plant Board not only effectively safeguards 
the rest of the country from this pest but 
gives an assuring propect of its ultimate 
eradication. Furthermore, in spite of the 
difficulties involved in the hurried setting- 
up of an undertaking of such magnitude 
the organization and field work have been 
characterized by an unusual degree of thor- 
oughness and efficiency. The results to 
date are considered to be a remarkable and 
outstanding accomplishment in insect con- 
trol work. 





“Since final success means the destruc- 
tion of every single fly over a wide area of 
infestation, and since it is incredible to 
think that any such complete blotting out 
has been achieved, the National Plant 
Board earnestly urges the P. Q. C. A. and 
the Florida Board to continue their eradi- 
cation efforts on both an extensive and in- 
tensive scale until the final suppression of 
this pest is absolutely assured.” 


Nursery Inspection Methods 


The Board is now able to announce that 
final agreement has been reached among 
the various states on certain principles re- 
lating to Nursery inspection methods, and 
these principles are now recommended for 
adoption by all states wherever possible. 

(1). That the exaction of license fees 
and bonds in connection with the sale of 
Nursery stock is undesirable, and that 
this practice be discontinued where con- 
ditions permit. 

(2). All Nursery stock should be in- 
spected in the growing season and at such 
additional times and places as will pro- 
vide adequate safe-guard. 

(3). All stock in transit interstate shall 
bear a valid, dated certificate of inspec- 
tion, issued by a state or Federal in- 
spector. 

(4). A certificate of inspection should 
in no case be allowed to extend into a 
shipping season following a period during 
which the stock might have become r-- 
infested, except with adequate reinspec- 
tion. 

(5). Fumigation should be considered 
as an auxiliary measure, and not as 1n 
adequate substitute for Nursery inspec- 
tion. 

(6). The jurisdiction of the Nursery in- 
spection officer should extend to the sur- 
roundings of the Nursery, as well as to 
the Nursery. 

(7). A state, considering the issuance 
of a quarantine or other regulation of in- 
terest to another state, shall send notice 
as far in advance as practicable to the 
Federal Horticultural Board, to quaraa- 
tine officers of other states, and to others 
in interest. 

Inquiry as to the state of the larch can- 
ker, a disease introduced from Europe into 
the North Atlantic States, brought out in- 
formation that survey and eradication prv- 
grams are being satisfactorily carried out 
by the Federal authorities. This disease 1s 
of national interest largely because of ike 
possibility of damage if it shouid be al- 
lowed to spread to the valuable Douglas 
fir stands of the West. 

Consideration was also given to the peren- 
nial apple canker, a disease which has been 
damaging in certain North Pacific Coast 
states, and which has been a source of 
anxiety to some eastern states which feared 
its introduction into their apple producing 
areas. Information from all available 
sources indicated that this disease was not 
likely to be of importance outside of its 
present range and the board recommended 


that no immediate quarantine action be 
taken. 
Nursery Stock Fumigation 

A recommendation was also made for 
further study into the value of Nursery 
stock fumigation as it is ordinarily carried 
out. There appears to be some dissatis- 
faction with the fumigation procedure re- 
quired by certain states on account of un- 
satisfactory results and some plant injury. 
The board could make no final statement 
on this point until more information was 
available. 

For several years the board has had un- 
der preparation a statement embodying the 
“Principles of Quarantine.” This state- 
ment had now been submitted for ratifica- 
tion and it is expected that it will shortly 
be made public in its final form. 





“Costs the Public Nothing” 


Advertising which breaks the 
ground for other forms of salesman- 
ship, and thus blazes the trail for - 
mass production, which in turn keeps 
prices to the consumer at a minimum, 
is the cne thing in the scheme of 
modern business which really costs 
the public nothing, Ernest C. Hilborn, 
Valley City, N. D., told members of 
the Twin City Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion at their monthly meeting in 
Minneapolis last month. 











As To Imported Rose Stocks 

The Mt. Clemens, Mich., Rose Growers 
Association has adopted the following reso- 
lutions. 

“Whereas, Grafting stock of roses grown 
in North America with the possible excep- 
tion of Rose odorata, may be and apparent- 
ly is largely affected by chlorosis, and 
whereas foreign grown stock seems to be 
quite free of the disease, be it further 

“Resolved, That the Federal Horticultural 
Board be strongly urged to investigate the 
condition of rose stocks in the United 
States and Europe and to postpone the 
embargo against foreign grown stocks un- 
til such time as the producers of home 
grown stocks can grow a suitable supply 
of clean stocks; be it further 

“Resolver, That State Nursery Inspector 
E. C. Mandenberg be furnished with a copy 
of these resolutions and that E. C. Manden- 
berg be requested to present the matter be- 
fore the coming meeting of the Centrai 
States Plant Board and strongly urge the 
cooperation of this body.” 

The Michigan and the national florists 
associations were asked to take similar ac- 
tion. 


To Improve Jersey Conditions—Arthur J. 
Jennings, president of the New Jersey As- 
sociation of Nurserymen, is a member of 
the Committee of Twelve of the agricultural 
leaders of New Jersey which will cooperate 
with the Federal Farm Board to plan and 
execute a program for betterment of agri- 
cultural conditions in that state. 
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An Atlantic City Flower and Garden Pageant 


First National Event Replacing the Annual Beauty Pageant—Nurserymen’s Oppor- 
tunity To Extend Publicity Campaign Effects in Exceptional Measure 


IRTICULTURISTS may now rejoice in 
H the fact that this country is at last 

to have a fall flower and garden show 
that will compare with the already existent 
spring shows. The First National Atlantic 
City Flower and Garden Pageant, which 
will be staged in the new Atlantic City 
Auditorium and Convention Hall, the larg- 
est in the world, will in addition to taking 
its place as the first giant show in the east- 
ern section of the country replace the an- 
nual beauty pageant formerly staged at 
the coast resort. 

The organization and direction of the 
show is in the hands of J. W. Johnston of 
Philadelphia, horticultural writer for sev- 
eral large metropolitan Sunday newspapers 
and garden editor of the Philadelphia 
Record and Camden, N. J., Courier. Mr. 
Johnston also created and directs the New 
York World’s Better Lawns and Gardens 
Contest, which is now entering its third 
successful year. This contest has been pro- 
nounced by horticultural experts as the 
most successful of its kind in the country, 
boasting last year of more than 6000 en- 
trants. 

The show will open on September 9 and 
close the night of September 14—a six day 
program. Two state shows will be held in 
conjunction with the affair, namely, the 
state show of the New Jersey Gladiolus So- 
ciety and that of the Dahlia Society of New 
Jersey. In addition to these two organiza- 
tions seventy garden clubs, florists clubs 
and other groups allied with horticulture 
will participate in the various events 
schedultd for the six days. 

An advisory board is now being formed, 
which when completed will number nearly 
100 of the most prominent men and women 
in the world of horticulture. This group 
will aid the show by suggestions and criti- 
cism of plans, which will be submitted to 
them by mail. Each of the participating 
societies have appointed two delegates to 
act for them in aiding and cooperating with 
the show management; this latter group 
will also act in an advisory capacity. 
Charles Totty, of Madison, N. J., noted for 
his horticultural achievements, has accept- 
ed the post of supervisor of judges at the 
Atlantic City Show. 

Commercial firms will, with the exception 
of some of the smaller organizations, stage 
for the entire six days of the exhibit. A 
special section has been provided, however, 
in which two day displays may be staged. 
Commercial trade exhibits will compete for 
cash prizes for amounts that will compare 
favorably with the largest shows of today. 
Amateur competitive classes will carry cer- 


‘ tificates for cash as prizes, which will be 


redeemable with any trade exhibit on the 
floor at retail prices. These prizes will be 
awarded each evening of the three com- 
petitive days that they may be used im- 
mediately in making selection from ex- 
hibits for future delivery. 

The advance interest shown by commer- 
cial firms relative to this show is a good 
indication of the success it will enjoy, for 
it is announced that even in advance of 
formal announcement of the sale of commer- 





cial space over twenty per cent was sold, 
which list includes some of the largest and 
most prominent of Aemrican firms. A large 
sum is being spent by tht Auditorium to 
attract a buying audience which combined 
with what hotels and railroads are expected 
to do together with garden club participa- 
tion should make this an unusual feature. 


Applications for space are now being re- 
ceived. When the quota is reached, which 
despite the gigantic size of the floor is 
limited, allotments will be made. Rental 


for the six-day period is one dollar per 
square foot with a twenty-five per cent de 
posit required with application.

Because Planting Public Is Assured of Protection from Questionable Practice—Nur- 
sery Survey Commended—Soil Tests 


ROCKY MOUNTAIN NURSERYMEN’S ASSOCIATION IN SESSION 


Nurserymen’s Association will be 

worth more than ever after this year; 
for it is planned to adopt a standard tag 
for use in all local shipments by the mem- 
ber. Since this tag will bear the name of 
the association and the inspection certjfi- 
cate it will serve to identify the shipper 
with an organization pledged to handle only 
high grade, regularly produced Nursery 
stock that has been inspected and passed. 
This action is expected to reduce in great 
measure the practice on the part of some 
who have induced planters to purchase col- 
lected stock of evergreens under the im- 
pression that they were procuring Nursery- 
grown trees. 

A campaign to educate the public to buy 
only Nursery stock bearing the association 
tag will be promoted. Secretary C. C. Wil- 
more and J. T. Roberts constitute a com- 
mittee appointed by President Carlisle Fer- 
guson of the Northern Nursery Co., of 
Denver, to design a suitable tag and de- 
termine the method of disposal to mem- 
bers. 

Another subject of special .importance 
discussed at the annual meeting last month 
in Boulder at the home of D. M. Andrews 
was the subject of State Nursery trees. 


MM wersersmen in the Rocky Mountain 


R. E. Ford, of the Colorado ‘aioe 
School, Fort Collins, representing the 
state forester’s office, said it is the strict 
policy of his department to give away trees 
only to farmers and those living in towns 
of less than 2000 population, these to be 
used only for shelter belt and woodlot plant- 
ing. Under no conditions are trees given 
to anyone for landscape planting. All pur- 
chasers are obliged to sign a statement re- 
garding the proper use of the trees, stating 
also that such trees will not be resold. It 
was explained that any abuses that might 
have been noted by Nurserymen were prob- 
ably due to lack of help necessary to en- 
force all regulations. 

This policy of the forestry department 
was commended and indorsed by unani- 
mous vote at the meeting. 





In W. W. Hillenmeyer’s State 

So great is the interest in the improve- 
ment of home and public grounds in W. W. 
Hillenmeyer’s state that Prof. A. J. Olney 
and others of the University of Kentucky, 
in response to urgent request, on March 7 
conducted a one-day school at the university 
for instruction. Among Nurserymen pres- 
ent was Mr. Hillenmeyer who made one of 
the addresses. 





At the conference of the Association of 
Newspaper Classified Managers in Mil- 
waukee last month it was shown that some 
agencies have been offering classified ad- 
vertising to prospective space buyers at a 
10 per cent reduction from publishers’ rates 
in a number of newspapers. Such reduc- 
tions are being promised with the conniv- 
ance of certain publishers, the conference 
was told, bringing about an unequal com- 
petition with publishers who adhere to their 
rate cards. 

One of the exhibits submitted as evidence 
of the practice was a letter of the Arken- 
berg Special Agency publishers representa- 
tives, New York, to Brown Brothers Nur- 
series, Rochester, N. Y. 


It has been “Come, take a walk” to many 
a fine old shade tree in the Pikes peak 
region this winter. The time of year when 
earth is frozen to the roots and can be 
taken along with them in the favorite time 
for moving trees, and Nurserymen estimate 
that about 200 large trees have been moved 
in the region this winter, among them fine 
spruce trees. They have been moved short 
and long distacnes, and a tree that saw one 
generation in this part of the region now 
may see another generation in an entirely 
different place. Those who have the money 
to buy and to move them can have the rare 
old trees; but the Nurserymen say they 
have been swamped with offers of trees for 
sale, and that many of those offered are 
not worth buying. It is the perfect speel- 
mens that are wanted.

All this indicates the reception that 
awaits the national advertising put forth 
by the Nurserymen’s National Campaign 
whose launching seemingly could not have 
occurred in a more opportune time.

POINTER ON LOCAL PUBLICITY 


Oakland, Cal., Tribune in a recent issue 
shows one of many activities of the Cali- 
fornia Nursery Co., of which George C. 
Roeding, Jr., is president, in taking full ad- 
vantage of National Publicity Campaign 
Headquarters’ suggestions for use of local 
press mediums. The following article ap- 
peared duly credited in news form to Mr. 
Roeding: 

California is quite generally known in the 
eastern states as a land of flowers. Among 
eastern Nurserymen it is more specifically 
known as a land of roses. Each year Cali- 
fornia ships many carloads of rose bushes 
to the large Nurseries in the east. Al- 
though a part of these shipments comes 
from Southern California, the most dis- 
criminating Nurserymen prefer rose bushes 
grown in the temperate climate surrounding 
San Francisco bay. 

Several rose-growing establishments are 
located in the southern part of Alameda 
county. At Niles the California Nursery 
company has been engaged in rose-growing 
since the founding of the company in 1865. 

While the company produces hundreds of 
thousands of rose bushes each year, it 
stresses quality rather than quantity in its 
rose bush production. Every operation is 
carefully supervised from the time the cut- 
tings of the root stocks are made, through 
the budding, irrigating, cultivating, digging 
and grading of roses. 

Rose hybridizers in Europe and America 
produce sO many new varieties of roses 
each year that this company finds it neces- 
sary to maintain a test garden to try out 
these productions before offering them for 
sale. Only a comparatively small percent- 
age of these new roses survive the test. 
Those that are accepted must be really dif- 


ferent from existing varieties or must have 
outstanding good qualities to recommend 
them. 

In addition to their rose-growing opera- 
tions, the California Nursery company has 
nearly 300 acres devoted to the growing of 
ornamental trees and shrubs. The com- 
pany in its 65 years of Nursery work, has 
supplied a large part of the trees and shrubs 
that have helped to make the Eastbay 
known as a region of beautiful gardens. 


LOCAL CAMPAIGN BENEFITS 


Minnesota Nurserymen have suggested 
that a field man be employed in National 
Publicity Campaign work to assist fund sub- 
scribers in preparing material sent out from 
headquarters for local tie-up with the nation- 
al advertising. The necessity for local ac- 
tivity on the part of Nurserymen_ in strong 
local supplemental publicity if full benefits 
from the Campaign are to be obtained is 
keenly appreciated. In many cases progres- 
sive trade cc.cerns have benefited appre- 
ciably through their application of methods 
and material furnished by the National 
Headquarters. In many other cases little or 
nothing has been done with these aids sup- 
plied to enable subscribers to get direct 
benefits in marked degree. 

At the winter conventions those who are 
directly active in promoting Campaign de- 
tails have repeatedly emphasized the need 
for full cooperation on the part of individual 
subscribers in using the aids sent out from 
headquarters to the end that direct results 
may accrue. Director Cary especially di- 
rected attention to this important subject, 
in his addresses of the last two months. He 
clinched his argument by citing instances of 
marked benefit resulting from studious ap- 
plication of the suggestions and material 
from Campaign headquarters. 

The practicability of assistance in this 
local application, by a field man, is being 
considered. 


FOR ADEQUATE NURSERY CENSUS 

The New Jersey Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion’s executive committee has asked the U. 
S. Bureau of the Census to make more com- 
prehensive plans for Nursery trade sta- 
tistics. William Flemer, Jr., witr represent 
the association in conference with the Dept. 
of Agriculture for working out a satisfactory 
schedule. Mr. Flemer has for some time 
been working with Attorney Macdonald for 
the A. A. N. in the matter. 

Forestry Fellowship—The Charles Lath- 
rop Pack Forest Education Board founded by 
the Charles Lathrop Pack Forestry Trust of 
Washington, D. C., announces a number of 
fellowships in forestry for the year 1930-31,

Yellowstone National Park Within Easy Reach from Minneapolis—Details of Ar- 
rangements for the Tour—Low Summer Railroad Fares 


A fine opportunity to visit the Wonderland 
of the World, Yellowstone National Park, is 
one of the additional attractions which the 
1930 convention trip to Minneapolis holds 
for members of the American Association of 
Nurserymen. It is an opportunity which 
should be seized if possible, according to 
members who have toured the park. 

“The Land of Boiling Water” where pools 
the color of the sky and other rich hues 
steam and bubble as on a stove, where gey- 
sers shoot aloft towers of white steam, 
where green plant life grows undisturbed 
while the scalding water of hot springs 
flows around it—to visit this phenomenal 
region, declare those who have seen it, is an 
outstanding experience of a lifetime. 

The beauties of its vast forests, roaring 
waterfalls and mountains are classed among 
the finest scenery on the globe and when to 
this is added the mysteries of the inner, 
molten earth, smells of sulphur and brim- 
stone, mud cooking like porridge and the 
gorgeous colorings of the Grand Canyon of 
the Yellowstone and the hot spring terraces, 
it is little wonder that the park has been 
called incomparable. 

Members from the East and South, par- 
ticularly, can include a post-convention trip 
to Yellowstone at comparatively much less 
expense, of course, than if they made the 
trip to “Wonderland” separately. Train 
service from Minneapolis to Yellowstone 
Park is very convenient, too, as travelers 





can go directly to all principal gateways via 
the Northern Pacific Railway. 

That Yellowstone Park is one of the na- 
tional parks which may be seen at modest 
cos is of interest to members of the Ameri- 
can Association of Nurserymen who are 
planning a post-convention trip from Minne- 
apolis next July. 

According to information furnished by C. 
W. Beardsell, ditrict passenger agent of the 
Northern Pacific Railway, 200 Ellicott 
Square, Buffalo, N. Y., a four and one-half 
day tour of the park costs $54 if one stops 
at hotels and $45 the lodge way. The in- 
cludes transportation through the park—250 
to 300 miles of travel on the Yellowstone 
auto stages.

This Bill Withdrawn 

Where Nurserymen Passed it Up—aAn or- 
dinance establishing a city Nursery and 
forester was prepared last month by the 
City Council upon the recommendation of 
the City Planning Commission. First work 
of the new forester will be to plant city 
thoroughfares between silewalk and curb 
with trees. A different variety of trees will 
be used for each street. 


Texas State Legislature has had under 
consideration a measure placing a quaran- 
tine on shipment in Texas of any citrus 
Nursery plants grown in Florida. Protests 
against the bill were telegraphed by Gov. 
Doyle E. Carlton and Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture Nathan Mayo of Florida. Gov- 
ernor Carlton said he believed that the pres- 
ent quarantine regulations were sufficient 
to handle the problem throughout the United 
States and Mr. Mayo asserted that pas- 
sage of the bill would “create an unneces- 
sary antagonistic feeling which might lead 
to retailatory measures being passed by 
other states.” 

The governor and commissioner were 
warned in a message received from W. J. 
Lyles, Summerfield, Fla., Nurseryman, that 
if the bill became a law, Florida Nursery 


stock would be forever banned from Texas.

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Some Illustrations of Simplified Practice 


When questions of catalogue, price list 
and surplus are under consideration it 
may be well to keep in mind what is being 
done in other industries in the way of Sim- 
plified Practice. 


The attention of Nurserymen is directed 
to results of a survey conducted among the 
acceptors of Simplified Practice Recom- 
mendation No. 48—Shovels, Spades and 
Scoops—disclosed that much benefit is be- 
ing derived through the application of this 
recommendation. The most prominent 
benefits accruing to the industry are, 
smaller inventories,eless capital tied up in 
slow-moving stock, quicker deliveries and 
an increase in turnover, according to a 
statement recently made public by the Di- 
vision of Simplified Practice of the Bureau 
of Standards, U. S. Department of Com- 
merce. 


The Bureau’s statement is founded on aa 
article entitled “Results and Benefits of Ap- 
plying Simplified Practice to Shovels, 
Spades and Scoops,” by J. F. McNeil, which 
appears in the February issue of the Com- 
mercial Standards Monthly. 

“While there are no statistics on the sub- 
ject, it is safe to estimate that half of the 
world’s workers do their daily tasks with 
either a pencil or a shovel. Moreover, 
there is a surprisingly precise individual 
taste in those two tools. Most people have 


a decided preference as to type, style and 
so forth—but more than 5,000 varieties of 
shovels! That was aprpoximately the pos- 
sible variety prior to 1923. In that year, 
the manufacturer decided to undertake a 
program of simplification designed to elimi- 
nate, as far as possible, the wastes caused 
by unnecessary diversity. They felt that 
their purpose could best be effected though 
the concerted action of manufacturers, dis- 
tributors and users, acting in cooperation 
with the Division of Simplified Practice of 
the Bureau of Standards, Department of 
Commerce.” 


The resulting recommendation was put 
into effect July 1, 1926. On June 15, 1927 
the standing committee unanimously recom- 
mended the addition of two types of shovels 
to the then existing schedule, the total re- 
duction in variety being from 5,136 to 2,178 
or 57%. Representative concerns and in- 
dividuals in the trade reported that results 
were highly satisfactory. 


From time to time arguments have been 
advanced in favor of greatly reducing the 
nimber of varieties of trees and plants 
catalogued by Nurserymen. We have cited 
results of a case in point in another indus- 
try. The files of the U. S. Department of 
Commerce show a wide range of experience 
of a similar kind where Simplified Practice 
has effected marked savings.

City Planning and Trees 

“Modern city planning combined with 
zoning is of inestimable value to the tree 
planting programs of municipalities,” de- 
clared H. J. Neale, of the Park and 
Municipal Department of the F. A. Bartlett 
Tree Expert Company, Stamford, Conn., in 
a recent radio address over WEAF, New 
York. 

Where permanent set back building lines 
are established allowing for at least 25 feet 
and a wide thoroughfare, trees of a spread- 
ing nature such as oaks, elms, sycamore, 
and tulip, can be utilized. 

Where the set back line is only 10 feet, 
trees that naturally spread but are able to 
withstand intensive trimming and shaping 
such as locust, linden, hackberry, and 
Chinese elm, can be used and where the 
set back line is less than 10 feet, only trees 
should be considered that will produce ef- 
fect rather than natural spread and trees 
that are adaptable to upright growth, such 
as pyramidal maples, oaks, tulip, some of 


the conifers, gingko, Chinese elm, linden, 
ash, and ailanthus. 

Chinese Elm at $2.50 Per M.—About 
400,000 young trees were ready to be 


shipped from the Oregon Forest Nursery 
near Corvallis, Ore., on the West Side high- 
way, George W. Peavy, dean of the Oregor 
State college school of forestry, announced 
last month. 

Among the young trees ready for ship- 
ment to Oregon ranchers who will use them 
to establish windbreaks and line shelters 
are black locust, green ash, box elder, Rus- 
sian mulberry, western yellow pine and 
Chinese elm. The stock will be shipped at 
a list price of $2.50 a thousand units to 
ranchers and lumbermen desiring to estab- 
lish either windbreaks or to institute small 
reforestation plans. 

Flowering Cherries—Says a U. S. Dept. 
Agr. bulletin on plant material from abroad: 
“The growing interest in flowering cher- 
ries warrants a note of the collections pre- 
sented by the Arnold Arobretum (Prunus 
spp., Nos. 77261 to 77266 and Nos. 77404 to 
77411). Along this same line is a shipment 
of six varieties (Prunus spp., Nos. 77313 
to 77318) from Capt. Collingwood Ingram, 
of England.”

Special Report on Small Fruits 

Prof. A. S. Colby, University of Illinois, 
was delegated some years ago to report an- 
nually to the Illinois Nurserymen’s Asso- 
ciation on developments in small fruit cul- 
ture. In his report for 1930 at the recent 
Chicago convention he announced that 
while the Latham raspberry is very pro- 
ductive and hardy, and the berry is large, 
with the right shade of red to satisfy mar- 
ket demands, a new introduction, also from 
the Minnesota State Breeding Farm, the 
Minnesota Number 223, may supersede it 
in some sections. It is about a week earlier, 
more resistant to mildew, and is claimed 
to be more productive. The berry is not 
as large, however, according to some grow- 
ers. Illinois Nurserymen should have a sup- 
ply of plants on hand as soon as possible, 
as the demand will be heavy. At the Il- 
linois Station work has been carried on 
with the black raspberry for several years 
and some geedlings have been developed 
which are more resistant to anthracnose 
than the parents. The strawberry acreage 
varies in surrounding states from year to 
year. For the next season the acreage is 
reported to be considerably smaller so now 
is a good time to stage a comeback in II- 
linois. Gooseberries should be grown more 
in Illinois and they would be if quality sorts 
were available and more extensively adver- 
tised. The Downing and Houghton should 
be superseded by better varieties. Mulch 
paper has been found useful in the Nursery 
at the University for inducing more vigor- 
ous roots. Fruit-bearing ornamental shrubs 
should be given consideration. 

Prof. Colby urged that attention be given

to production of edible nuts. He asked 
that exhibits of nuts be made at the nut 
show at the Chicago Stadium Flower Show 
next month under the direction of the 
Northern Nut Growers Association. 


Solid Red McIntosh Apple 

A solid red colored McIntosh apple which 
apepared in the orchard of I. C. Rogers of 
Dansville, N. Y., has won the esteem and 
indorsement of the fruit specialists at the 
State Experiment Station, Geneva, N. Y., as 
a strain of the popular McIntosh type to 
be preferred to common MclIntosh in those 
parts of the state where the latter fails to 
develop good color. The opinion of the 
station specialists with respect to the new 
apple is set forth in a recent station publi- 
cation on “New or Noteworthy Fruits,” 
which may be had free of charge upon re- 
quest. 

“In the spring of 1925 the Station re- 
ceived scions of solid red McIntosh from 
Mr. Rogers and grafted them into a Stark 
tree,” says Richard Wellington, station 
horticulturist, in commenting on the “Red 
McIntosh” as the station fruit men have 
named the new sort. “In 1929, the grafted 
tree bore a good crop and invariably the red 
color came true to type. The ordinary 
striped McIntosh was grafted in the same 
tree at the same time, and in turn came 
true to color and striping. 

“The solid red and striped types of Mc- 
Intosh are well known, but no experiment- 
al evidence had been available up to this 
time to prove that these types are as well 
fixed as the solid colored and striped 
Fameuse or the Red Spy and Red Graven- 
stein. Whether the striped or the red color 
is the original color of McIntosh is not 
known. It may be assumed, however, that 
the original McIntosh tree bore striped 
apples, because all recorded changes in 
apple colors are in a positive direction. 

“Possibly the solid colored McIntosh may 
have no great value in regions where high-

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Big Time Methods Used In Planting 4000 Trees 


Horticultural Development Near Houston, Tex.—To Prove That Peaches, Pears, 
Apples Can Be Grown as Well as Pecans in That Section 


A solid carload of pecan trees has been 
planted on a tract of approximately 200 
acres, located near the West Montgomery 
road, about 18 miles from downtown Hous- 
ton, says the Houston Post-Dispatch. The 
car contained 4000 trees, 4 and 5 years old. 
The pecan trees, which are of the Stuart, 
Schley and Success varieties, were planted 
by J. D. and J. F. Eubank, owners of the 
Forest Park Nursery of Houston. Actual 
work of planting the trees was supervised 
by J. D. Eubank. 

“Big-time” methods were used in unload- 
ing, heeling-in and planting the 4000 trees. 
The young trees were received about three 
weeks ago. The freight car was “spotted” 
at 2 o’clock one afternoon. By 5 o’clock 
the trees had been unloaded and heeled-in. 
Fifty men were employed on the job. 

Within 10 days after the trees were un- 
loaded they had been planted. 

Planting of the 200-acre pecan grove is 
just a beginning, according to the Eubanks, 
It is planned to plant additional large acre- 
age to not only pecans, but to pears, peaches 
and apples. The Messrs. Eubank want to

prove to farmers in Southeast Texas that 
pears, peaches and apples can be profitably 
grown in this territory, despite the common 
belief to the contrary. “It all depends up- 
on the variety selected,” they say. They 
believe that soil and climatic conditions are 
very favorable for certain varieties. 

“Soil and climatic conditions in this sec- 
tion are ideal for pecans,” declared Prof. 
Leon Blaine, widely known horticulturist, 
connected with the Messrs. Eubank. “I 
have done horticultural work in many sec- 
tions of the United States and in numerous 
foreign countries, but nowhere have I found 
conditions so favorable to pecan production 
as in Southeast Texas.” 

Professor Blaine urges that farmers get 
busy and make the unused “back land” pay 
by planting pecans. “Many thousands of 
acres of back land are available for pecans. 
The cost of planting an orchard is not 
great,” he said, “and in a few years the 
trees would return a handsome profit. Pe- 
cans are a highly profitable proposition in 
the country.. There is little to fear from 
disease and insects, and the trees do not re- 
quire much attention.” 

The Messrs. Eubank plan to plant a large 
number of trees of the new Mahan variety 
as soon as they become available. Men who 
have observed this new variety declare it 
to be one of considerable promise. 


The name of the popular president just 
re-elected of the Oklahoma Nurserymen’s 
Association, J. Frank Sneed, Muskogee, is 
so well known in and out of his state that 
we trust the error in the heading over his 
annual address in the last issue of Ameri- 
can Nurseryman will be evident to all. 


From a small plot H. E. Fiddlier, Stock- 
ton, Cal., has developed his Nursery to oc- 
cupy an acre, all plants being grown in the 
open. One of his specialities is the winter 
pansy of which he plans to raise 100,000 
next year.
